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Japan disaster zone 
hit by new powerful 
quake 



TOKYO (AFP) - A powerful 
7.1-magnitude earthquake late 
on Thursday hit the same area 
of Japan that was ravaged by 
disaster a month ago, seismol¬ 
ogists said, prompting a local 
tsunami alert. 

Power was cut to parts of 
the northeast of the country, 
much of which is still strug- 
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gling with the effects of the 
monster tsunami that roared 
ashore four weeks ago. 

The new quake caused a 
handful of injuries, national 
broadcaster NHK said, but 
there were no reported deaths. 
The tsunami alert was later 
cancelled after no deadly 
wave materialised. 

Workers battling to control 
the stricken Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear plant on the 
northeast coast were tem¬ 
porarily ordered to evacuate, 
plant operator Tokyo Electric 
Power Co. (TEPCO) said. 

The evacuation order came 
less than 24 hours after they 
began pumping nitrogen, an 
inert gas, into reactor No. 1, 
where engineers were con¬ 
cerned a build-up of hydrogen 
might react with oxygen to 
cause an explosion. 

A nuclear safety agency of¬ 
ficial told reporters: "There are 
no abnormal readings at the 
Fukushima Daiichi’s monitor¬ 
ing posts", adding: "We have 
not seen any problem... with 
regard to the injection of nitro¬ 
gen." 

The official said some ex¬ 
ternal power sources used to 
cool reactor cores had been 
lost at plants in Onagawa in 
Miyagi prefecture and at 
Rokkasho and Higashidori in 
Aomori prefecture, but at least 
one emergency source re¬ 
mained operational at each. 

The loss of external power 
sources at Fukushima Daiichi 
in the March 11 tsunami left 
reactor cores heating up un¬ 
controllably, resulting in the 
world’s worst nuclear emer¬ 
gency since Chernobyl. 

The tremor hit at 11:32 pm 
local time (1432 GMT) with 
an offshore epicentre 66 kilo¬ 
metres (40 miles) east of 
Sendai, a city severely im¬ 
pacted by the March 11 quake 
and tsunami, according to the 
US Geological Survey. 


Army arrests 100 women in 
West Bank village 



NABLUS, (AFP) - Israeli 
troops stormed Awarta vil¬ 
lage in the northern West 
Bank on Thursday, arresting 
more than 100 women as 
they hunted the killers of an 
Israeli family, officials said. 

The military also used 
bulldozers to destroy Pales¬ 
tinian houses in a northern 
farming village east of Tubas, 


in an area under Is¬ 
raeli control, ac¬ 
cording to 

Palestinian security 
officials. 

In Awarta, hun¬ 
dreds of troops en¬ 
tered the village 
shortly after mid¬ 
night and imposed 
a curfew after 
which they began 
rounding up the women, local 
council head Tayis Awwad 
told AFP. 

They carried out house-to- 
house searches through the 
night, he said. Palestinian se¬ 
curity sources confirmed the 
same information. 

The women, some elderly, 
were placed in a camp where 
the military took their finger¬ 



prints and DNA samples be¬ 
fore most of them were re¬ 
leased, said the Palestinian 
sources. 

Contacted by AFP, an Is¬ 
raeli military spokesman said 
a blackout had been placed 
on information about its op¬ 
erations there. 

The Palestinian Authority 
condemned what spokesman 
Ghassan Khatib called the 
"endless campaigns of bar¬ 
baric acts committed by the 
Israeli occupation army 
against the people of 
Awarta." 

The army has been con¬ 
ducting frequent raids on the 
village for the past four 
weeks, arresting scores of vil¬ 
lagers following last month's 
murders of five people in the 
nearby settlement of Itamar. 

But Thursday's raid 
marked the first time they 
had arrested any women, 
Awwad said. 

Since March 11, the vil¬ 
lage, just south of Nablus, has 
been the focus of a massive 
manhunt after the grisly stab¬ 
bing of a Jewish couple and 
their three young children, 
one of them a baby, as they 
slept in their beds in Itamar. 

Following the murders, 
troops entered Awarta and 
imposed a curfew for five 
straight days, conducting 
house-to-house searches for 
the killers, who are believed 
to be Palestinian.

Monetary Policy for the month of April 
of the Aruba Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
meeting of its Monetary Pol¬ 
icy Committee (MPC) of 
March 28, 2011, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) de¬ 
cided to uphold the current 
reserve requirement rate at 11 
percent. 

The MPC is keeping a 
close watch on the level of 
the net foreign assets, which 
increased further in February 
2011 (+1.2 percent), follow¬ 
ing a small gain in the previ¬ 
ous month. Despite this 
improvement, a decreasing 
trend persists in the level of 
the net foreign assets, which 
is expected to turn around as 
the year progresses. 


During F ebruary 2011, 
credit demand remained 
weak, as aggregate outstand¬ 
ing credit at the commercial 
banks (including purchases 
of government bonds) re¬ 
mained at the same level as 
the previous month. This is 
indicative of the continued 
weakness in some segments 
of the domestic economy, es¬ 
pecially construction and re¬ 
tail. The 12-month average 
inflation rate, an indicator of 
price movements on the 
longer term, stayed within an 
acceptable range at 1.2 per¬ 
cent. It is forecasted to reach 
2.3 percent in 2011, and 2.8 
percent in 2012. Given the re¬ 


newed refining activities in 
the oil sector as well as a fur¬ 
ther pick-up in tourism activ¬ 
ities, economic activities are 
expected to expand by 9.0 
percent in real terms this 
year, following contractions 
of 11.0 percent in 2009 and 
3.7 percent in 2010, respec¬ 
tively. 

All things considered, the 
CBA will continue to closely 
monitor the developments in 
the economic and monetary 
fundamentals, in particular 
with respect to the net foreign 
assets. The next meeting of 
the MPC is scheduled for 
April 28, 2011. 


Prime minister warns about over-optimism, 
cabinet short of cash 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Despite promising 
economic growth figures of 
1.5% this year, the Nether¬ 
lands still has a long way to 
go to close the gap caused by 
the economic crisis, Prime 
Minister Mark Rutte has 
warned. 

Speaking at a symposium 
in The Hague, the prime min¬ 
ister said the figures from the 
government's macro - eco¬ 


nomic forecasting agency 
CPB sounded good but still 
have to be realised. 

In addition, the govern¬ 
ment wants the economy to 
grow more strongly to cope 
with extra spending, such as 
the cost of healthcare, he said. 

'The cabinet's core strat¬ 
egy remains making sure the 
Netherlands emerges from 
the crisis in a stronger posi¬ 
tion,' the prime minister said. 



Dominican Republic concerned about 


increase in malaria deaths 


SANTO DOMINGO, Do¬ 
minican Republic — Domini¬ 
can health authorities 
recently launched an educa¬ 
tion campaign to fight an in¬ 
crease in malaria deaths. 

At least six people have 
died so far this year and an 
additional 500 cases have 
been reported, the majority of 
them in the Caribbean coun¬ 
try's southern region, Health 
Minister Bautista Rojas said. 


A total of four malaria deaths 
were recorded in all of 2010. 

Malaria is spread by in¬ 
fected mosquitoes, which 
breed in stagnant water, and 
causes flu-like symptoms that 
can lead to death. 

Some 100,000 health 
workers and volunteers are 
visiting impoverished com¬ 
munities around the capital 
of Santo Domingo this week 
to distribute pamphlets on 


how to prevent malaria and 
other diseases that are more 
common during the rainy 
season. 

The country also is deal¬ 
ing with an outbreak of 
cholera, which has infected 
nearly 700 people and caused 
seven deaths. A cholera epi¬ 
demic in neighboring Haiti 
has killed more than 4,000 
people since October.

Mexico hit by earthquake 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) — An earthquake meas¬ 
uring 6.5 struck southern and 
central Mexico yesterday, but 
there were no initial reports of 
damage or casualties, Mexican 
and US officials said. 

The tremor was strong 
enough to shake buildings and 
restaurants hundreds of miles 
away in the capital Mexico 
City, residents said. 

US experts said the quake 
hit the Veracruz region at 8:11 
am some 57 kilometers (35 
miles) from the city of Las 
Choapas. It was 167 kilome¬ 
ters (101 miles) deep. 

The US Geological Survey 
measured the quake at 6.5 on 
the moment magnitude scale, 
and said the epicentre was al¬ 
most 600 kilometres (370 
miles) east of the capital. 

No warning of a destructive 
tsunami was generated, the Pa¬ 


cific Tsunami Warning centre 
said in a statement. 

The quake was especially 
felt in the southern state of 
Chiapas, which borders on 
Guatemala, an AFP correspon¬ 
dent reported. 

In Mexico City - where 
memories of the magnitude 8.1 
quake of September 19, 1985 
that killed between 10,000 and 
30,000 people remain fresh - 
restaurants and school build¬ 
ings quickly emptied out. 

"It was a strong one, and we 
have activated all the monitor¬ 
ing systems but have had no 
reports of damage or victims," 
said Elias Miguel Moreno, in 
charge of the Civil Protection 
office for Mexico City. 

In Xalapa, the capital city 
of Veracruz, many people ran 
out into the streets, but there no 
early reports of damage or any 
injuries.

MONTREAL (AFP) - A 


Montreal company is eagerly 
awaiting a crop of tomatoes, 
cucumbers and herbs grown 
in a vast greenhouse perched 
on top of an office building, 
and billed as the world's first 
rooftop garden farm. 

"Our vision is a city of 
rooftop farms," says the Lufa 
Farms website of the gardens 
nestled above the Canadian 
metropolis, as it mourns the 
loss of good farm land due to 
commercial development and 
urban sprawl. 

With the world's popula¬ 
tion continuing to grow while 
available arable land falls, the 
young duo behind Lufa 
Farms believes greenhouses 
in the sky could be the way 
forward to providing fresh 
food for hungry urban 
dwellers. 


Designed by Mohamed 
Hage and his partner Kurt 
Lynn, the greenhouse spreads 
across 3,000 square metres 
(32,300 square feet) above 
Montreal's north end, wafting 
the scent of fresh thyme and 
coriander onto streets below. 

Lettuce, peppers, zucchini, 
eggplant, bok choy, celery, or 
fine herbs such as rosemary, 
basil and parsley — the choice 
of produce is varied and plen¬ 
tiful enough to fill 2,000 gro¬ 
cery carts each week. 

The urban farm's first har¬ 
vest looks promising and is 
almost entirely pre-sold. 
Buyers signed up online over 
the winter to receive baskets 
of fruits and vegetables at 
distribution points through¬ 
out the city, starting later this 
month. 

Marie-Eve Allaire was the 


first to be tempted by this 
new kind of market. 

"I chose a small basket of 
produce, which is for one 
person or a couple. It costs 22 
dollars per week, so it's no 
more expensive than what I’d 
pay at a grocery store for veg¬ 
etables," she said. 

But the produce is fresher 
as it is sold on location where 
it is grown, she noted. It is 
also better for the environ¬ 
ment, say the two men behind 
the business. 

"Everything is auto¬ 
mated," said Hage. "We can 
set the temperature, lighting 
and humidity according to 
the needs of each group of 
vegetables." It is all done by 
computer. 

A system has also been set 
up to collect rainwater to 
water the plants and help 
them grow. 

It took a significant in¬ 
vestment to get off the 
ground, almost two million 
dollars to build and stock the 
greenhouse. 

But a return on the invest¬ 
ment is only in the long term. 

In fact, said Hage, to make 
a profit the business will have 
to expand from a single loca¬ 
tion to include a cluster of 
greenhouses. "We need more 
greenhouses, more space," he 
said. 

The company plans to 
build more greenhouses and 
is searching for suitable 
urban space. About 10 per¬ 
cent of commercial rooftops 
in Canada could support a 
greenhouse, Lufa Farms 
maintains.

Scientists grow proto¬ 
eyes in the lab 



PARIS (AFP) - In a major ad¬ 
vance toward regenerative 
medicine, researchers have 
for the first time coaxed stem 
cells from a mammal into be¬ 
coming an embryonic eye, 
according to a study released 
Wednesday. 

The results, published in 
Nature, show that growing a 
complex human organ inside 
a petri dish — while still a 
long way off — is no longer 
the stuff of science fiction. 

They also point the way to 
new treatments for diseases 
that rob people of sight, and 
even the possibility of one 
day restoring vision with 
transplanted retinas generated 
from a patient's own stem 
cells, say outside experts. 

In laboratory experiments 
with mice, researchers led by 
Yoshiki Sasai of the RIKEN 
Center for Developmental 
Biology in Kobe, Japan 
began with pluripotent stem 
cells, the universal starter kit 
for virtually every specialised 
cell in an organism. 

Up to now, stem cells have 
been seen mainly as a poten¬ 
tial source of replacement tis¬ 
sue — such as muscle, liver or 
heart — composed of a single 
type of cell. 

Generating a more com¬ 
plex set of cells, or an entire 
organ, was thought to be de¬ 
pendent on complicated 
chemical interactions with 
neighbouring tissues during 
gestation, and thus impossible 
outside the natural process of 
cell division and growth. 

But Sasai and colleagues, 
using new lab techniques, man¬ 
aged to set in motion the trans¬ 
formation of mouse embryonic 
stem cells into a so-called optic 
cup, the layered, three-dimen¬ 
sional structures that become 
the retina in an eye. 

Significantly, the cells did 
the work themselves, without 
being pushed, pulled or 


"pressurised" into any partic¬ 
ular shape, the researchers 
said. 

"What we've been able to 
do is resolve a nearly century- 
old problem in embryology 
by showing that retinal pre¬ 
cursors have the inherent abil¬ 
ity to give rise to the complex 
structure of the optic cup," 
Sasai said in a statement. 

Starting as a patternless 
mass, the stem cells organ¬ 
ised themselves into the two- 
walled form that corresponds 
to the inner and outer layers 
of the retina during the devel¬ 
opment of an embryo. 

"We are now well on our 
way to becoming able to gen¬ 
erate not only differentiated 
cell types, but organised tis¬ 
sues" that can be used in re¬ 
generative medicine, he said. 

The discovery is espe¬ 
cially relevant for a group of 
genetic eye conditions, 
known as retinitis pigmen¬ 
tosa, that lead to blindness, 
Sasai added. 

The disease attacks vision 
by damaging the retina, the 
layer of tissue at the back of 
the inner eye that converts 
light images to nerve signals 
and sends them to the brain. 

People with retinitis pig¬ 
mentosa experience a gradual 
decline in vision because 
photoreceptor cells — com¬ 
posed of rods and cones — 
degenerate and die. 

"As a step forward in the 
lead-up to cell replacement or 
even organ therapy, this is a 
really significant piece of 
work," said Richard Lang, di¬ 
rector of the visual systems 
group at the Cincinnati Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital, after review¬ 
ing the study. 

"It shows that relatively 
simple culture conditions can 
be used to generate whole 
organ primordia," he said. 

Lang said the goal of gen¬ 
erating human eye tissue re¬ 
mains distant, but noted that 
other teams of scientists are 
making parallel break¬ 
throughs on other types of tis¬ 
sue. 

"It feels like it won't be 
long before the first opportu¬ 
nity for experimental clinical 
use comes along," he wrote 
by email.

'Superbug' found in New Delhi 
water 



New Super Bug NDM 1 


NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
Urgent global action is needed 
to prevent the spread of a 
multi-drag-resistant "super- 
bug" after it was found in 
water supplies in the Indian 
capital, doctors said in re¬ 
search published yesterday. 

The study in The Lancet 
medical journal said that New 
Delhi metallo-beta-lactamase 
1 (NDM-1) producing bacte¬ 
ria were found in 51 out of 
171 samples taken from water 
pools and rivulets and two out 
of 50 tap water samples in the 
city. 

NDM-1, first identified in 
2009, is a gene that enables 
some types of bacteria to be 
highly resistant to almost all 
antibiotics. 


Positive samples included 
those collected in and around 
the commercial and business 
hub of Connaught Place and 
the Red Fort area. 

"International surveillance 
of resistance, incorporating 
environmental sampling as 
well as examination of clinical 
isolates needs to be estab¬ 
lished as a priority," the team 
from Cardiff University in 
Britain wrote. 

Mohammed Shahid, from 
the Jawaharlal Nehru Medical 
College and Hospital in 
India's northern Uttar Pradesh 
state, added that potential for 
a wider, international spread 
of the superbug was "real and 
should not be ignored." 

The Indian Council of 
Medical Research (ICMR), a 
state health unit, called for 
calm in the capital city of 16 
million residents. 

"Hospitals should follow 
appropriate safety norms," 
ICMR director-general V. M. 
Katoch told the Press Trust of 
India. "If the report applies to 
India, then it applies to Eu¬ 
rope also." 

Independent researchers 
conducted the study in Sep¬ 
tember and October last year, 
soon after warning that the su¬ 
perbug could be spread by 
foreign nationals coming to 
India for medical treatment. 

At the time, the Indian 
government dismissed the re¬ 


search as scaremongering and 
criticised the naming of the 
bug after the Indian capital. 

But the World Health Or¬ 
ganization later called for 
monitoring after cases of in¬ 
fection were reported around 
the globe. 

In the latest study, the re¬ 
searchers said the presence of 
NDM-1 -producing bacteria 
had "important implications" 
for New Delhi residents who 
were reliant on public water 
supplies and sanitation. 

NDM-1 was found in the 
bacteria that cause cholera and 
dysentery, lending weight to 
the theory that it was not 
solely a hospital-acquired in¬ 
fection but present in the en¬ 
vironment. 

"This period includes the 
monsoon season, when floods 
and drain overflows are most 
likely, which potentially dis¬ 
seminates resistant bacteria," 
the authors said. 

"Oral-faecal transmission 
of bacteria is a problem 
worldwide, but its potential 
risk varies with the standards 
of sanitation. 

The authors said it was un¬ 
clear whether the data could 
be applied to other Indian 
cities but there was an "urgent 
need" for follow-up studies, 
including in Pakistan and 
Bangladesh, which have also 
been identified as sources.

Ex-Icelandic official jailed for bank collapse 
trade Origin: Iceland 

REYKJAVIK , (AFP) - A Reykjavik court yesterday sentenced a 
former high ranking official at Iceland's finance ministry to two 
years in prison for selling stock in the Landsbanki bank just be¬ 
fore its 2008 collapse. 

Baldur Gudlaugsson "took advantage of his position as a staff 
member of public office" by selling all of his shares in Lands¬ 
banki on September 17 and 18 2008, the Reykjavik district court 
said in its ruling. 

Icelandic media reported that he is the first civil servant to be 
convicted in relation to the country's banking collapse. 

The court deemed Gudlaugsson, who headed a department at the 
finance ministry, guilty of insider trading. It said the sentence re¬ 
flected the fact he took advantage of working as a civil servant. 
Two other major banks went under in October 2008, shattering 
Iceland's large financial sector and bringing the country's econ¬ 
omy to the verge of collapse. 

US to pursue Indian tax evaders 

WASHINGTON , (AFP) - US tax authorities are probing Indian 

expatriates who may have hid 
money offshore in HSBC Bank 
to evade US taxes, the Justice 
Department said. 

In an expansion of its mounting 
offensive against overseas tax 
evasion, the Internal Revenue 
Service is seeking data on clients 
of two HSBC India offices in the 
United States 

The offices allegedly encouraged 
Indian nationals to open accounts 
back in their native land, telling them that they could hide the ac¬ 
counts and not pay US taxes on earnings from them, the depart¬ 
ment said in a statement. 

The government has now asked a federal court in San Francisco 
for authorization to ask HSBC Bank USA for information about 
those clients, "many of whom are believed by the government to 
have hidden their accounts from the IRS." 

Customers of the two units told US investigators that they were 
assured "that they could invest in accounts at HSBC India with¬ 
out paying US income tax on interest earned on the accounts, 
and that HSBC would not report the income earned on the HSBC 
India accounts to the IRS." 

The petition to the San Francisco court arose out of a New Jersey 
tax fraud indictment.

Trinidad and Tobago troubled 
by inflation

PORT OF SPAIN, (AFP) - 
Trinidad and Tobago's Cen¬ 
tral Bank deputy governor, 
Shelton Nicholls, admitted 
that inflation and high food 
prices remain a problem for 
the twin island republic, as 
concerns rise over global en¬ 
ergy and commodity costs. 

"So far the rate of inflation 
has been coming down, but it 
is still problematic," said 
Nicholls at the Central Bank 


Towers. "We will have to see, 
going forward, how the econ¬ 
omy adjusts to the global en¬ 
vironment." 

"But as a bank, we will 
use whatever monetary pol¬ 
icy tools we have at our dis¬ 
posal to maintain a relatively 
stable inflation rate. This is 
our overall objective." 

The rate of inflation, from 
March 2010 to March 2011, 
is 10.7 percent, down from 


11.3 percent in 2010. 
Trinidad and Tobago's GDP 
for 2010 stood at $21.2 bil¬ 
lion. 

Food inflation, which has 
been the major driver of 
headline inflation, slowed to 
25.1 percent in the 12 months 
leading up to February 2011, 
in contrast to a rate of 30.9 
percent in the previous 
month. 

Food Production Minister 
Vasant Bharath said it was 
becoming an increasing chal¬ 
lenge to achieve food and nu¬ 
trition security in the wake of 
global price increases, even 
as the local agricultural sector 
rebounds from the negative 
impact of droughts and 
floods last year. 

"In February 2011, global 
food prices increased for the 
eighth consecutive month. It 
is predicted that food prices 
will continue to be at a high 
level," said Bharath. 

"But (local) production is 
once again picking up so we 
will have to wait and see how 
production reacts over the 
next few months."

"Televisa will invest 37.5 
million dollars in capital and 


1.565 billion dollars in 
lusacell convertible 
debt. Once the debt has 
been converted, Tele¬ 
visa's share in lusacell 
will be 50 percent," it 
said. 

lusacell, the third 
largest mobile tele¬ 
phone company in 
Mexico, is owned by 
Ricardo Salinas Pliego, 
owner of Azteca TV, 
the second largest 
broadcast television 
network in Mexico. 
Televisa, considered 
the world's largest producer of 
Spanish language program¬ 
ming, has been looking to 
break into the mobile tele¬ 
phone market in recent years. 

In 2010, it tried to buy 30 
percent of Nextel, owned by 
US-based Nil Holdings, for 


1.4 billion dollars, but the ne¬ 
gotiations failed. 

The deal announced Thurs¬ 
day means that the country’s 
two main television networks 
are joining forces to challenge 
market leader Telcel, owned 
by Carlos Slim, the world's 
richest man.

US Internet giant Google is preparing a major overhaul of 
video sharing website YouTube 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US In¬ 
ternet giant Google is prepar¬ 
ing a major overhaul of video 
sharing website YouTube by 
creating "channels” to com¬ 
pete with broadcast and cable 
TV, The Wall Street Journal 
reported. 

Under a plan costing as 
much as $100 million, the 


YouTube homepage will high¬ 
light different channels fo¬ 
cused on topics like arts and 
sports, the Journal said, citing 
people familiar with the mat¬ 
ter. 

About 20 of the channels 
will present several hours of 
original programming pro¬ 
duced professionally each 


week, while other channels 
would use content already 
available on the site. 

The launch will be phased 
over time, starting before the 
end of the year, and YouTube 
is hiring help to implement 
the initiatives. 

In recent weeks, YouTube 
was also said to have held 
meetings with Hollywood tal¬ 
ent agencies, which the news¬ 
paper said were more likely to 
produce deals with directors 
of production companies than 
with movie stars and other 
celebrities. 

YouTube, already the third 
most viewed website in the 
world, hopes the plan will fur¬ 
ther boost traffic to the site 
and take a bite out of the $70 
billion US television advertis¬ 
ing market. 

Executives of the site told 
the Journal they want people 
to "watch YouTube" the same 
way they "watch TV."

BAGHDAD, Iraq (AFP) - The 
tiger whose death after the US 
invasion of Iraq inspired a play 
that is garnering roaring re¬ 
views on Broadway is still re¬ 
membered at the Baghdad zoo, 
where he was bom and raised. 

Six months after the March 
2003 invasion, when the big 
cat was shot and killed by a 
drunken US soldier, the news 
made international headlines. 

Playwright Rajiv Joseph’s 
"Bengal tiger at the Baghdad 
zoo," which opened last week 
on Broadway with Robin 
Williams in the lead role, is 
based on that incident. 

"The tiger was named 
Mamdouh, and for us at the 
zoo he was special not only be¬ 
cause he was a rare Bengal 
tiger and the zoo's prized pos¬ 
session, but also because we 
raised him from birth and re¬ 
member him as a cub," said 
Adel Salman Musa, the 54- 
year-old director of the zoo. 

He recalled that in the im¬ 
mediate aftermath of the US 
invasion hundreds of animals 
were killed, stolen or died of 
hunger and thirst in their 
cages.

"But Mamdouh, who was 
about 14 at the time, was very 
strong. He survived the hunger 
and thirst, only to die sense¬ 
lessly a few months later," said 
Musa. 

In life, as in the play, it was 
a time when the popular jubi¬ 
lation of seeing Iraqi strong¬ 
man Saddam Hussein 
overthrown was turning into a 
nightmare of surging violence. 

The invasion had unleashed 


their enclosure at the Bagh- 

an Al-Qaeda insurgency target¬ 
ing US soldiers, and every day 
somewhere in Iraq innocent 
civilians were getting caught in 
the crossfire and losing lives. 

The streets were then pa¬ 
trolled by young American sol¬ 
diers who did not understand 
the language of the natives, nor 
their ways.

LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Manchester United star 
Wayne Rooney has been 
banned for two matches fol¬ 
lowing his expletive-laden 
tirade at a television camera, 
the FA confirmed Thursday. 

Rooney will now miss 
United's upcoming Premier 
League clash with Fulham as 
well as their FA Cup semi¬ 
final clash with Manchester 
City on April 16 after an ap¬ 
peal by the club was rejected. 

Rooney had surprisingly 
been charged with using abu¬ 
sive language after he swore 
into a camera following his 
hat-trick in the 4-2 win over 
West Ham at Upton Park last 
Saturday. 

The charge carried a 
mandatory two-match suspen¬ 
sion but United had appealed 
to have the ban cut to one 
match at a hearing on 
Wednesday. 

"Rooney had admitted a 
charge for the use of offen¬ 
sive, insulting and/or abusive 
language, but claimed that the 
automatic penalty of two 
games was clearly excessive," 
an FA statement said. 

"The commission did not 
accept the claim and Rooney 
will begin the standard two 
match suspension with imme¬ 
diate effect." 

News of the ban came after 
Rooney scored the winning 
goal in Manchester United's 
1-0 victory over Chelsea in 
the Champions League quar¬ 
ter-finals at Stamford Bridge 
on Wednesday. 

Rooney said in a statement 
he was "gutted" at the out¬ 
come. 

"I am gutted to miss two 
matches, one of which is an 
FA Cup semi-final at Wemb¬ 
ley," Rooney said. 

"I am not the first player to 
have sworn on TV and I won't 


be the last. 

"Unlike others who have 
been caught swearing on cam¬ 
era, I apologised immediately. 
And yet I am the only person 
banned for swearing. That 
doesn't seem right." 

United also expressed dis¬ 
may at the ban. 

"Manchester United is 
clearly very disappointed with 
the decision," a club statement 
said. "The club put forward a 
very strong case to have the 
punishment reduced, which 
was unsuccessful." 

United team-mate Rio Fer¬ 
dinand meanwhile spoke out 
in defence of Rooney after 


Wednesday's Champions 
League tie, saying it was time 
to stop "lynching" the Eng¬ 
land striker. 

F erdinand's comments 
came as soft drinks giant 
Coca-Cola confirmed it had 
dropped Rooney from its ad¬ 
vertising campaigns, a deal 
which had been worth 
£600,000 (683,000 euros, 
$980,000) a year. 

"We should follow him as 
a footballer rather than keep 
lynching him for a lot of the 
stuff that goes on," Ferdinand 
said. 

"I wouldn't say he is inno¬ 
cent in a lot of the stuff that 
has happened but sometimes 
because of the player he is and 
who he is the reaction can be 
over the top. 

"Wayne Rooney swearing 
on TV, as much as I don't con¬ 
done it, is not front page news. 

"There are bigger things 
going on in the world. There 
are things happening in Libya 
and Ivory Coast and we are 
talking about Wayne Rooney 
on the front page of newspa¬ 
pers because he swore at a 
camera. 

"I don't condone it but be¬ 
cause it is him everyone goes 
over the top." 



BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - The 'B' sample of blood col¬ 
lected during a race in February from banned German cy¬ 
clist Patrik Sinkewitz has tested positive for the growth 
hormone. Sinkewitz said on his own website that he was 
innocent and "ready to prove it". 

Growth hormone showed up in tests of a blood sample 
taken from Sinkewitz at the GP di Lugano on February 
27, leading to a provisional ban by the International Cy¬ 
cling Union. 

Sinkewitz had already been banned for a year after he 
tested positive for testosterone on June 8, 2007. 

A former Tour of Germany winner, Sinkewitz was sacked 
by his team T-Mobile during the 2007 Tour after the failed 
test and he later admitted using blood-booster erythro¬ 
poietin (EPO) and having undergone blood transfusions

BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - World heavyweight champion 
Vitali Klitschko said Thursday he has no intention of of¬ 
fering Odlanier Solis a rematch after the Cuban suffered 
a freak first-round knee injury last month. 

"He should worry first about getting fit again," said the 
39-year-old WBC champion. "Solis is in the past, my ca¬ 
reer goes on." 

Klitschko picked up the 39th knock-out and 42nd win of 
his career in Cologne on March 19 when Solis was left 
on the canvas after tearing knee ligaments as he fell after 
a punch from the champion at the end of the first round. 
The 2004 Olympic heavyweight champion has had sur¬ 
gery since and demanded a rematch when he is fit. 

"I hope that Vitali is man enough to give me a rematch," 
said Solis, who has offered to fight for free. 

Klitschko has yet to name an opponent for his next fight, 
but younger brother Wladimir, the IBF and WBO heavy¬ 
weight champion, is set to fight Britain's WBA champion 
David Haye on either June 25 or July 2.

The Spurs defeated Sacra¬ 
mento 124-92, improving 
their league-leading record to 
60-19. The Spurs have won 
three straight after losing six 
in a row — a skid that had 
them in danger of losing the 
top seed to the then-surging 
Lakers. 

"We knew we weren't 
going to lose every single 
game (the rest of the way)," 
Ginobili said of the team's 
morale during the losing 
streak. "We had a few good 
games we just couldn't win." 

George Hill scored 12 of 
his 19 points in the third quar¬ 
ter, when San Antonio deliv¬ 
ered their best offensive 
quarter of the season and out- 
scored the Kings by 20 points. 


Players open to court-supervised 
mediation 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NFL players who have sued 
the league have written to 
Judge Susan Richard Nelson 
saying they embrace her rec¬ 
ommendation to take part in 
mediation under the court's 
auspices, the NFL Players' 
Association said. 

In a letter to Nelson from a 
lawyer representing the play¬ 
ers, "The players expressed 
their hope that mediation 
under court oversight will 
begin immediately," a release 
from the players' association 
said Thursday. 

The battling parties were 
in court on Wednesday, when 
Nelson heard a request from 
players for a court injunction 
to lift the lockout imposed by 
owners. 

Nelson said it would be "a 
couple of weeks" before she 
ruled on the matter, and urged 
both sides to return to negoti¬ 
ations. 

"Though the injunction to 
lift the owners' lockout re¬ 


mains under Judge Nelson's 
consideration, the players 
took to heart her advice given 
during Wednesday’s hearing 
that the two sides should not 
delay to meet," the Players' 
Association statement said. 

Superstar quarterbacks Tom 
Brady, Peyton Manning and 
Drew Brees are the highest 
profile players named as plain¬ 
tiffs in a class-action anti-trust 
lawsuit against the league. 

The litigation was made 
possible after the Players As¬ 
sociation decertified as a 
union entitled under US labor 
law to represent players in ne¬ 
gotiations toward a collective 
contract. It became instead a 
"trade association". 

While the players involved 
have expressed an interest in 
mediation, they are also con¬ 
cerned that such mediation 
could be construed as "collec¬ 
tive bargaining" and could 
therefore compromise their 
ability to pursue their legal 
action. 


One Bonds charge dropped, 
defense rests 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
The defense in Barry Bonds' 
perjury trial rested Wednes¬ 
day — without calling any 
witnesses — after one of five 
charges against the famed 
slugger was dropped at the 
government's request. 

The dropped perjury count 
dealt with Bonds telling a 
2003 grand jury investigating 
steroids that he had never 
taken "anything" from his 
trainer before 2003. 

The conversation involved 
the designer steroids known 
as "the cream" and "the clear" 
— THG and a testosterone 
preparation. 

US District Judge Susan 
Illston had indicated Tuesday 
she did not believe there was 
evidence that Bonds had 
taken the specific prepara¬ 
tions during that time and that 
she might dismiss it. 

Prosecutors argued at that 
point that the "anything" 
could refer to drugs other than 
those specific designer 
steroids. But the judge 
seemed skeptical, and on 
Wednesday, prosecutors dis¬ 
missed the charge. 

That leaves Bonds facing 
three counts of lying under 
oath and one count of ob¬ 
struction of justice. All are a 
result of Bonds’ 2003 testi¬ 
mony to the grand jury. 

Prosecutors say the US 
home run king lied when he 
denied knowingly taking per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs, 
and when he said that no one 
but his physician had ever in¬ 
jected him. 

In closing arguments, 
which begin Thursday, the in¬ 
jection issue may prove to be 
the most difficult for the de¬ 
fense team. 

Bonds’ ex-personal shop¬ 
per and childhood friend, 
Kathy Hoskins, told jurors 
she witnessed Bonds’ trainer 
inject him in the navel in 


2002 . 

She was the only witness 
to give an eyewitness account 
of Bonds' alleged drug use. 

Defense lawyers have im¬ 
plied Hoskins was lying to 
back up her brother, Bonds’ 
ex-business manager, who 
testified the former San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants star was using 
steroids. 

But on the stand, Hoskins 
tearfully insisted that she was 
only involved in the case be¬ 
cause her brother, who had a 
bitter falling out with Bonds, 
had told government agents 
she saw the injection. 


"He threw me under the 
bus and that’s why I’m here," 
she said, crying. 

If jurors believe Hoskins’ 
account, they will have to find 
Bonds guilty of lying about 
never being injected by any¬ 
one other than his doctor. 

The trainer, Greg Ander¬ 
son, has been behind bars 
since the trial began for refus¬ 
ing to testify. After the de¬ 
fense rested Wednesday, his 
attorney requested that the 
judge release Anderson. 

Prosecutors asked that he 
remain in custody.

Sapporo hosted the 
Games in 1972 and Nagano 
was the host in 1998. Euro¬ 
pean cities or resorts have, in 
comparison, virtually monop¬ 
olised the Games. 


Mcllroy ready for another 
try as M^jor leader 



AUGUSTA (AFP) - Masters 
leader Rory Mcllroy suffered 
one of the worst collapses by 
a first-round pace-setter in 
golf history the last time he 
sat atop the scoreboard after 
18 holes in a major champi¬ 
onship. 

But the memories of that 
agonizing day last July at the 
British Open, when he fol¬ 
lowed an opening nine-under 
63 at St. Andrews with a hor¬ 
rifying 80 in blustery winds, 
will inspire him, not haunt 
him, on Friday at Augusta 
National. 

"It will be a massive help 
to me,” Mcllroy said. ”1 will 
be thinking about it and I’ll be 
thinking about how I can do 
things better tomorrow than I 
did that day in St. Andrews.” 

The 21-year-old Ulster¬ 
man, who shared third in 
each of the past two majors, 
fired a bogey-free seven- 
under par 65 in Thursday's 
opening round to seize the 
lead of the 75th Masters by 
three strokes. 

Mcllroy said he learned 
his lessons from being unable 
to contain the damage when 
the winds swirled in off the 
North Sea nine months ago. 

’’Obviously at the time I 
was very disappointed to 
come off the course and shoot 
80 after shooting 63, but 
looking back on it, it was a 
very valuable lesson in my 
development as a golfer,” 
Mcllroy said. 

”It’s possible that I can go 
out and shoot another 65, but 
I know that it's also very 
likely that I'm not going to do 
that. So if I do find myself in 
a bit of trouble, I'm going to 
have to stick in there, grind it 
out, and that's something that 
I feel as if I learned to do at 
St. Andrews. 

"Even though I didn't do it 
on that Friday, I feel like 
shooting a score like that, you 
should really never make that 


mistake again. I feel as if I'm 
playing really well, so hope¬ 
fully it doesn't happen and I 
can go out and shoot another 
good score.” 

But Mcllroy is willing to 
face down the frightful no¬ 
tion of a poor start in round 
two at Augusta National. 

"That second day at St. 
Andrews, hopefully it doesn't 
happen,” Mcllroy said. "But 
say I'm 2-over after three to¬ 
morrow, knowing that it's 
OK, it’s fine, you're still in the 
golf tournament, there are 
still 50-whatever holes there 
are to play, just being patient 
and realizing that you don't 
need to play spectacular golf 
for 72 holes to win. 

"You just have to hang in 
there, grind it out and stay pa¬ 
tient.” 

The Northern Ireland 
prodigy shared third at the 
British Open despite stum¬ 
bling after his first round 
matched the lowest score in 
major golf history, then 
backed it up with a share of 
third at the PGA Champi¬ 


onship, coming even closer to 
his first major title. 

"I was there. I was leading 
with four holes to go in a 
major,” Mcllroy said. "If I get 
in that same position this 
week, I hope I will be able to 
handle it a little better.” 

Mcllroy would be the sec¬ 
ond-youngest Masters cham¬ 
pion, only a few months older 
than Tiger Woods when he 
won the 1997 title by a record 
12 shots. This is only Mcll¬ 
roy's ninth career major and 
third Masters start. 

'T've shot good enough 
rounds in majors and I've 
played well enough to be¬ 
lieve in myself and believe 
that I can win a major,” Mcll¬ 
roy said. "I’m still relatively 
inexperienced but I feel as if 
I’m a pretty quick learner.” 

Mcllroy, who won his first 
US PGA title last year in 
Charlotte and made his Ryder 
Cup debut in last year's Euro¬ 
pean victory, saw many sim¬ 
ilarities in his Masters start 
and his first round last year at 
St. Andrews. 
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
